Schlesinger addresses GRI seminar 


In discussions about elderly people it 
is important to “remember that they are 
not as old as they used to be,” Hilde 
Schlesinger, a clinical professor of 
psychiatry, said during her presentation 
on Hearing Loss in Adulthood spon- 
sored by the Gallaudet Research In- 
stitute. We have come to a place in 
our society where the elderly have 
“more years to live and less reasons to 
live,” she stated. And a part of the 
diminishing reason to live can be the 
feeling of powerlessness that often ac- 
companies growing old. 

In Schlesinger’s presentation at 
MSSD, she drew parallels between her 
studies of children from disadvantaged 
families and deaf children and her pro- 
jected studies of elderly people in nurs- 
ing homes or other care institutions. At 
the core of her theory is the belief that 
language encodes certain power struc- 
tures and perpetuates them. If the con- 
versation is set up as between equals 
then there is autonomy and one person 
is talking with another. If the conversa- 
tion is carrying a statement of control, 


Northwest Campus

then one person is talking at another, 
she explained. When a caretaker in an 
institution or family talks at a deaf child 
or at an adult who is developing a 
hearing loss the conversation fosters a 
sense of powerlessness. 

Schlesinger is continuing her research 
and studies at the Center on Deafness 
at the University of California where 
she is a professor in residence in the 
Department of Psychiatry. 


Lee to remain president past October 


Chairman Jane Bassett Spilman an- 
nounced at the final session of the 
March meeting of the Board of 
Trustees that the Board has asked In- 
terim President Jerry C. Lee to remain 
longer as president of Gallaudet Col- 
lege and that he has agreed to do so. 
The Board withdrew its charge to the 
Presidential Search Committee to try to 
find a president for Gallaudet by 
October of 1984. 

Both at the Board meeting and in a 
subsequent interview, Spilman stressed 
the Board’s respect for Lee and faith in 
his ability to run Gallaudet at this time 
of very pressing challenges. She men- 
tioned particularly the pressures of 
guaranteeing adequate federal funding 
and operating every department under 
tight budget constraints. 

Because Lee has its full support and 
admiration, Spilman said, the Board 
“will not roll around Kendall Green as 
so many loose cannon balls,” making 
management decisions or otherwise in- 
terfering in the administration of 
Gallaudet. At present Gallaudet re- 
quires in its president “a business brain 
of the first order, a Lee Iacocca kind of 
individual,” she said. She talked of 
consistently asking for the impossible 
from Lee, wanting it done yesterday 
and, further, getting what was wanted. 
“The College is in very safe hands,” 
she concluded. 


Activities set for Deaf Heritage Week 


Both KDES and MSSD are celebrat- 
ing Deaf Heritage Week this week, 
with guest speakers, displays and 
workshops scheduled to help students 
understand the history of the deaf 
community. 

Monday, April 9, from 1 to 2:30 
p.m., KDES students will host their 
own deaf fair in the Kendall mall area. 
The children will present displays 
created in class, hold poetry readings, 
stage skits and show student-developed 


videotapes that contrast and compare 
ASL, PSE and SEE. The campus is 
invited to attend. 

Throughout the week, KDES will 
host a variety of workshops and quest 
speakers, including actor Bernard 
Bragg, Director of the Communicative

assigned classes and more individual 
tutoring. Faculty members focused their 
attention on the last option during the 
winter break. 

Students whose test results demon- 
strate they will not be performing at a 
freshman level by the end of the sec- 
ond semester will be shifted into this 
newly designed, three-semester pro- 
gram. Curricula will be developed that 
will satisfy original program objectives 
with the pace geared to individual 
students’ needs. 

While the faculty worked to in- 
dividualize the SPS program, some 


staff members were involved in devel- 
oping procedures manuals, redistribut- 
ing and inventorying furniture and 
equipment and considering space prob- 
lems. Others attended seminars and 
workshops. 

The organizational chart on page 
three shows the school’s administrative 
reporting structure. While they report 
to the dean of SPS, faculty members 
maintain departmental affiliation with 
the College proper. Ail staff members 
report to the dean of SPS directly or to 
her through the assistant dean for Stu- 
dent Affairs. 


At the Board meeting Spilman also 
especially commended Bob Davila, Jim 
Barnes and Sue Ellis for their “bulldog 
tenacity” related to ensuring sufficient 
appropriations for Gallaudet and 
thanked the many members of the 
Board who had made special contribu- 
tions to the funding effort. 

The Board reelected its full slate of 
officers with Spilman continuing to serve 
as chairman, James J. Hicks as vice 
chairman, Frank B. Sullivan as 
secretary and Philip M. Sprinkle as 
treasurer. In order to prevent any 
stagnation which might otherwise oc- 
cur, members switched committees and 
joint chairmanships were established 
with one deaf and one hearing chair 
for each committee. 


Collegiate faculty 
reviews admission 
requirements 


In a show of hands, the collegiate 
faculty at its March meeting voted to 
“suspend for the 1983-84 and 1984-85 
class of preparatory students the re- 
quirements (page 13 of the 1983-84 
catalogue) for admissions from the 
preparatory program to the undergrad- 
uate College. The proposal prepared 
by Committee B, the Undergraduate 
Curriculum Committee, was the topic 
of lengthy discussion at the March 26 
meeting. 

Ann Davidson, dean of the 
Preparatory Program, stated later that 
this alteration “will allow students who 
show potential to move to the status of 
freshman with conditions.” Davidson 
said that “we have some students who 
are showing marvelous improvement” 
but who can not complete all the math 
and English requirements as well as 
maintain a C average in every other 
course. With this suspension, the Col- 
lege will return to its former policy 
which contains the same academic 
standards but does not require that 
they be completed in one year. 

There are currently 230 preparatory 
students at the Northwest Campus. At 
the end of the first semester 24 
students moved into the freshman pro-

Library Bits & Pieces 








College days

Incidents on many college and uni- 
versity campuses across the country 
have given students memories of the 
“good ole college days.” Here on the 
Gallaudet campus, there have been 
many such incidents—some of which 
are recorded in the College Library Ar- 
chives. Three incidents originally writ- 
ten by Gallaudet students are related 
below. 

One incident is about a long-time 
deaf faculty member, Dr. John B. 
Hotchkiss, an 1869 Gallaudet gradu- 
ate. Late one afternoon in 1890 as he 
was busy at a desk in College Hall, a 
student named Oliver Whildin decided 
to play a trick on him. The student 
found a rope and tied one end to the 
door of room 22-24 and the other end 
to the knob of Dr. Hotchkiss’ office 
door. Since the doors opened into the 
rooms, there was no chance the trick 
would fail. Oliver then went to the Col- 
lege dining room for supper. 

Later Dr. Hotchkiss looked at his 
pocketwatch; it was time for his sup- 
per. He neatly re-arranged his papers, 
put on his hat and coat and went to 
the door. To his dismay, the door 
would not open. He pulled and pulled 
to no avail. He hollered for help but 
no one heard him. Finally the old pro- 
fessor pulled up a chair, threw his coat 
ahead of him through the transom (a 
window above the door), worked him- 
self up, through and out. 

Dr. Hotchkiss’ clothes were dirty and 
disheveled. He reported this incident to 
President Edward Miner Gallaudet. The 
next morning, Dr. Gallaudet called the 
students to assembly and showed the 
rope to them. 





“Will the owner of this rope please 
stand up!” Gallaudet said. No one 
stood up. Dr. Gallaudet waited, his 
eyes searching the faces of the male 
students. 

“Will the one who tied this rope to 
the door knobs of two rooms in Col- 
lege Hall please stand up!” he stated. 
Oliver Whildin stood up. 

“Why didn’t you answer when I 
called the first time?” he was asked. 

Whildin replied, “I am not the owner 
of the rope.” 

Another incident involved students 
who disliked two professors, Dr. Amos 
G. Draper and Allan B. Fay, for flunk- 
ing them in some courses. One Hallo- 
ween Eve, the preps were instructed to 
collect pans, garbage pail covers, tin 
cans and sticks and stack them against 
the front door of Dr. Draper’s campus 
house. At the same time, the students 
put pans of stuffed leaves inside of 
Professor Fay’s car and pushed it out 
of the garage to the lawn. 

When Dr. Draper felt a noise out- 
side, he went to investigate. When he 
opened the door, the pans and gar- 
bage covers fell, making a loud rattling 
noise. He became angry and informed 
Dr. Gallaudet, showing him what the 
“spooks” had done. Dr. Gallaudet 
became angry. On the chapel platform 
the next day he scolded the students 
and dared them to come forward and 
confess their sins. 

The last incident nearly caused Dr. 
Gallaudet to have a stroke of apoplexy 
when one morning Dr. Draper opened 
his classroom to find a cow in it. The 
students had spent half the night 
pushing and tugging the cow up the 
stairs to the second floor classroom. 
Classes were not held in the room for 
three days until it had been thoroughly 
scrubbed clean.

Camp directors attend training seminar
